. 1. Tughra — an elaborate emblem of authority in Islamic countries — used on stamps of Turkey, 


Hejaz-Nejd (Saudi Arabia), and Thessaly (octagonal stamps). 

2. Yin-yang — an oriental symbol of two principles of life — male / female, light / darkness. 
Represented in various forms on stamps of Korea. 

3. Orchid — Emblem of Manchuria. 

4. Chrysanthemum — a 16-petalled chrysanthemum appeared on every Japanese stamp (except 
the first) up to 1947. If the chrysanthemum has other than 16 petals, the stamp is a forgery. 

5. Seal of the colony (Brittania rules the waves (?)) — Barbados. 

6. Three Crowns (Tre Kronor) — national emblem of Sweden utilised since 1336. There is 
speculation on the meaning of the symbolism eg The Three Wise Men, 3 crowned gods of 
Uppsala, etc 

7. Red Hand of Ulster — Irish symbol used in heraldry to deote province of Ulster — official seal of 
the O’Neill family. Recognised by both Catholics and Protestants in Northern Ireland. 

8. Double-headed eagle (shown with posthorn [without ‘thunderbolts’]) — an emblem of Russia 
since the 15" century. Its bizarre anatomy has prompted modern Russians to irreverently refer to 
it as the “Chernobyl Chicken”!
